Hadley and Speak- 
er Champ Clark and singing by the 
Knights of Columbus Choral Club were 
featurere of a big outdoor celebration of 
Columbus day at Forest Park yester- 
day afternoon. Several thousand per 
sons stood on the sloping sides of Art 


Hill and joined in the chorus of ther 


Star Spangled Banner and America, 
The celebration was planned by the 
Knights of Columbus and was most suc- 
cessfully carried out. 
Above the spescer’s stand at the foot 
of the hill waved American tiags and 


the platform was drapeu in blue, white 
and yellow, the K. of C. colors. Be- 
tween the speeches a band played pa- 
triotic airs. 

All heads were bowed while the Rev. 
Father Cesar Spigardi pronounced an 
impressive invocation. Then all joined 
in singing America. 

Mayor Compliments Organization. 

Mayor Kreismann made a brief speech 
in which he complimented the Knights 
of Columbus as an organization which 
is working to uplift humanity. 

Chairman James EH. King introduced 
Cnamp Clark. In marked contrast to 
the other frock-coated, silk-hatted 
orators of the day, Clark wore a busi- 
nes’ suit, a brown overcoat and a 
broad-brimmed brown Fedora bat. He 
Was greeted by prolonged cheering. 

After paying a serious tribute to Co- 
lumbus as the discoverer of a new 
world, he aroused laughter by a littie 
joke at his own expense. 

“Once,” he said, “T had an invitation 
to dine at the White House. For the 
same day and hour-1 had an engage- 
ment in Ohio by keeping which I gould 
have made $150, but I canceled ft and 
responded to the dinner invitation. That 
was ene time I got to the White 
House, anyway. \I conaidered the White 
House invitation a command just as ! 
considered this invitation to speak. here 
today. I was away out in Central Kan- 
sas, but I obeyed your cOmmand and 
here I am.”’ 


Indorses Discovery of America. 

Toward the end of his speech Clark 
again evoked laughter when he said: 

‘Tam not ready to indorse every prop- 
osition that comes along, but I want 
to say right here that I give my un- 
qualified indorsement to the discovery 
of America and I don’t know anybody 
I would rather see discover it than my 
old friend, Christopher Columbus.” 

There are 26 republics now flourishing 
in the world, Clark said, and all of 
them found their inspiration inthe 
great American Republic, which was 
made possible by Columbus and his 
band o? intrepid followers. 

Gov. Hadley also was warmly greeted 
when he arose to speak. He said that 
ii wag a proud day in his life when i 
1909 he signed the bil) making Colum- 
bus day a State holiday. Some ob- 
jected, they said, there were already 
enough holidays. “But my idea,” said 
the Governor, “was that we shouldn’t 
give all our time to making money and 
that there couldn't be too many patriot- 
ic holidays to honor men who are really 
deserving of honor.” 

Congressnan James M. Graham of 
Springfield, Ill., closed the speech-mak- 
ing with an eloquent tribute to Colum: 
bus.
